By thé Union and the Eftablifhment of 
the refpe&tive Churches, the Spiritual Lords 
retain their Seats in Parliament, aad by 
thofe Seats have really a Vote upon every 
thing relating to, orrequir’d by the Church 
of Scotland ; except only fuch things, as 
being eftablifh’d by the Treaty, are re- 
ferv’'d from even Parliamentary Jurif{di@ion 
by the Treaty. If this be fo, let no Man 
wonder, that the Commiffion of the Affem- 
bly protefts, fince it cannot, nor by Men of 
Reafon is not expected, that the Church 
of Scotland fhould be in any thing fubje&- 
ed to the Church of England by the Union, 
or the Church of England to the Church of 
Scotland; but that either Couvilituticn re- 

ferving 
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ferving its Authorities, fhould fubfift on its 
proper Foundation independent and entire. 

And thus inthe Englifh Parliament, my 
Lords the Bifhops themfeives proteft againft 
being deny’d a Vote in Matters of Blood, 
tho’ at the fame time, they do not at any 
time attempt to give their Vete, nor per- 
haps defire it. ; 

In like manner the Church of Scotlind 
protefts againf the Biihops fitting ia their 
Britifh Parliament of Brit2zin,as againft their 
having any Legiflative Authority over the 
Church of Scotland, as inconfiftent with 
their Independency 5 at the fame time it 
does not follow, that in things relating to 
theirown Church, they donot leave Enge 


. Jand and the Englifh Church, to do what 


they pleafe with their own Church Affairs. 
For Example, fuppofe by the Confitu- 
tion of Scotland, the Church of Scotland had 
enjoy’d the Privilege of a Reprefentative 
in Parliament, befides their Affembly, and 
26 Minifters or ruling Elders had a Right to 
fit chere in either Houfe ; fuppofe then the 
Church of England, either by the Convo- 
cation of their own Reprefentatives, or by 
the Spiritual Lords in Parliament, fhould 
declare, That they did not fubmit to be in 
any thing prejadg’d by, or fubjeéted to the 
Authority of thofe Men, whofe Ecclefiafti- 
tal Authority they difown’d and rejected. 
Would it follow now, that becaufe the 
Church of England thus protefted or ob- 


—jeGted, that therefore they defign’d the 


Deftruétion or Subverfion of the Church of 
Scotland, and would not be at reft, till they 
had brought it to pafs? 

I cannotbut think, that the Attempts of 


- thefe People by Way of Scandal is a plain 


Evidence, that they do not argue for the 
Safety. of either Church, but realiy againft 
the Profperity of both. 

The Defign is vifibly to feparate, both, 
and becaufe they cannot bring them to a- 
gree in thof things, in which they differ; 


they will have them co differ in thofe things, 


in which they are willing to agree. The 
Projeét, I think, is very plain; “tisan open 
Defign againft the Union in general, and to 
heap up Jealoufies, Diffatista@lions, need- 
lefs Fearsand Suppoiitions in the Way of
